OUR LATEST BLANCHARDS. 
~ sThomas Blanchard, the eldest of the 
sons of *Samuel to inherit Andover 


scendants, the one who held them best. 
He died in Andover in 1759 at 85, hav- 
ing lost Rose Holmes near the birth of 
her youngest daughter, ‘Lydia, the 
ninth in order. His second wife, Han- 
na Gowing, a Lynn w dow, was the 
mother of three more, and was succeed- 
ed by Judith, widow of Zachary Hill of 
Malden, who seems to bring one infant 
Abiah Blanchard, to -be baptized, 
though she is not on the town records, 
and maybe died young. This lady 
brought also a step-daughter to the 
family of Thomas, Abiah Hill who 
joined the South church, and married 
Benjamin Mooar, a cousin of our 
Thomas,being son of *Anne Blanchard. 
He was ancestor of our former South 
Church pastor, Rev..George Mooar. 
‘Thomas introduces his bequests by 
saying he is very old but sound. Ju- 
dith is to live in the house and use 
chamber, dairy, the back “‘leanto,” the 
well) and to pick her cow annually, 
which ‘Josiah who inherits the home- 
stead with her isto make good when- 
ever she sells it. | Five bushels of 
pples are added to lay up for winter 
use, and he reserves ‘“‘a flowered chest 
with drawers” one of bis pet pieces of 
furniture. ‘Thomas had a farm al- 
ready, and I fee] sure it was on the 


Billerica line at the homestead held 


now by George Dane, where stands an 
old blacksmith’s shop. ‘Thomas and 
his son ‘Aaron and grandsons were 
called blacksmiths for long. years and 
this Blanchard estate, though hard to 
trace, seems to lie between the Tewks- 
bury line and the cross road eastward, 
that divided Blanchard’s Plain. Ste- 
phen Osgood calls the boy his “‘cozen”’ 
and presents an acre as a wedding gift 
in 1730. Thomas gets a note that his 
father was not able to collect aud the 
best great coat added to his share. The 
estate given to ‘Joseph by deed also 
seems to be on the Billerica or Tewks- 
bury linéin part,lying north of ‘Thomas, 
seemingly by later deeds of the sons to 
include-a homestead on the Pond Road 
to Tewksbury. Old Thomas seems to 
hold nearly all of the tillage and mow- 
ing in sight, in the Southwestern part 
of Osgood District. There were two 
sons of the name of Isaac who died in 
youth, leaving one of Hanna Gowing’s 
named Nathaniel, who was to have 4£ 
added “to what little I have given him 
in land by deed.” I could find no 
record of the estate ot this “youngest 
and well beloved son” nor any clue to 
his fate whatsoever. ‘Elizabeth who 
married William Chandler, ‘Debora 
who married Joseph Abbott, ‘Lydia, 
wife of Jonathan Holt, who had the 
“flowered chest,” ‘Hanna and Mehit- 
able who got money and cows and 
possibly died unmarried, make a list of 
legacies that show great thrift on the 
part of Thomas. His little lass, ‘Rose, 
who died at 14, has a namesake in the 
Chandler family, and with her brothers 
Thomas and William are named for 
small gifts. Rose Chandler was brought 
up in her uncle Rev. James Ghandler’s 
family in Rowley, was called “The 
Rose of Rowley” for her beauty, and 
matried Lieut. John Tenney of Brad- 
ford. 

The year before Grandsir Tom died. 
his son ‘Thomas lost the eldest boy 
*Thomas who married Priscilla Russe 
in July,1757, and went off tothe French 
campaign at Lake George, where at 23, 
he gave his life for the king. Priscilla 
had no children, and married a wealthy 
bachelor, Ebenezer Rand of Tewks- 
bury, who came to Andover and owned 
so many houses that Iam not able to 
determine which of them he lived in 
now. |He handled many of the mort- 
gages let out by Blanchards and seems 
to live near the Pond on the Billerica 
Road. His wife had a younger sister, 
who was mother of the Indian maiden, 
Eunice Russe, celebrated for ber fine 
natural ability whose story was given 
in the Ames paper recently. She 
writes her name as witness to a deed of 
Ebenezer’s and Aunt Priscilla is only 
able to mark. Part of the time, her 
guardian Ebenezer Rand allowed her 


_ to “live out”’, and it seemsprobable that 
‘the small house she occupied after her 


marriage with Prince Ames, was one 
of the oldest B!anchard estates, ora 
building upon the land, If this proves 
to be the case, the house was conveyed 
to Griffins at ong time. Later on the 
puzzle may be solved. ‘Aaron Blanch- 
ard succeeded to the major part of the 
Blanchard holding of ‘Thomas “al the 
old Forge, where with Nellie Holt and 
a widow Mehitabel (Mboar) Chase, 
who married either father or eon 
Aaron, an immense Blanchard tribe 
grew up on ourborder. But they were 
too near Tewksbury to take much in- 
terest in the Centre, and the marriages 
took them over. the line with Burtts 
and Danforths and Fosters, “Thomas 
latest named for the old pioneer, with 
his wife, Lois Burtt followiug the 
cousins to Danville, Vt., by 1796. Not 
a very cheerful prospect for Lois with

her little band, it would seem. A good 
mauy of the Blanchards: were carpen- 
ters and a cousin from Concord fol- 
lowed Thomas two years later, over 
bad roads and deep snows to the head 
of Onion River 
constructing cabins for the settlers 


miles away, the mother had to depend 


on game and fish she alternated with 


‘wild onions, and.the.kind of milk that] 
cows give where there 18 no graas. 


Sometimes when the cupboard was 
scraped clean, a neighbor would leave 
a few quarts of meal. .The crops must 
remain without good shelter from bears 
and other beasts threatened the stock. 
The loghouse without doors and only 
part of a floor compelled'the family to 
climb to the loft every night~ and pull 
the ladders up after them. These 
Blanchards had all served in the war 
for Independence and many were 
obliged to draw pensivns in old age. 
These were hardy men however, and 
did not think it hard lines. 

‘Josiah deeded the lands he owned 
in Wilton, N. H.. to his sons *Ben and 
‘Joshua. They went up there early 
and built a barn, got things started and 
induced their poor old father to leave 
‘Josiah on-the home farm, and travel 
way up north to the pioneer business. 
He thought better of it however, and 
after seeing Joshua and Elizabeth 
Keyes of a Cheliisford line and Ben 
and Sara Griffin, from Tewksbury, well 
started, retreated in good financial 
condition to the Merrimac. His daugh- 
tér, "Abigail went off to Watertown 
with Samuel Holt, but we have George 
and Maurice Holt, our carpenters, and 
all the kin to show how the old stock 
got homesick. ‘Josiah moved on to 
the Tewksbury section of his father’s 
estate with Lydia Jenkins, which prob- 
ably had a good deal to do with his 
common sense in keeping at home. 
Some of ‘Josiah’s children were bap- 
tized over here in the South church, 
‘Lydia probably took Benjamin Shedd 
of a family who purchased Blanchard 
estates later and worked over into the 
Centre in connection with Theological 
Seminary service. The youngest son 
‘Samuel Jenkins Blanchard had a good 
name he carried away somewhere. The 
wife of ‘Josia was his cousin Sara, 
daughter of uncle Samuel, and she had 
many ties todraw her up north. But 
she came back to die here during the 
war. All the elder Blanchards who 
were alive turned and went with the 
eld men to Lexington and carried pro- 
visions tothe boys at Cambridge.

Then a path- 
etic httle message to the boys about 
that note of 20 years standing, that one 
Wyman held, of which he professed no 
remembrance, “nor do I think the note 
is due from me.’ He tells them to let 
Aaron get it by law if he can, in which 


case they are to sharein the payment.) 


His son soon followed him, leaving 
Tydia Jenkins to look out for the 
family and the old farm which with the 
assistance of Abbdtt neighbors, she 
managed well. Unfortunately the 
“Index” was not easy. to follow of the 
later deeds of this farm, and I must de- 
fer the placing of what was one of the 
latest to be held by Blanchards, till the 
next proprietor comes on.

GRAHAM MUSH, 

Graham Mush made from graham 
flour stirred into salted boiling water 
makes a very agreeable change from the 
usual breakfast cereal. 

HAM HASH. 

Chop the ham very fine, use one-third 
ham and two-thirds chopped potatoes, 
mix well together, Put into the frying. 
pan a@ generous piece of butter or a lit- 
tle ham fat, and two or three tablespoon- 
fils of hot water. When hot, add the 
mixture of ham and potatoes, and heat 
through, stirring occasionally.. Brown 
slightly, and turn out on a hot platter. 
Cover the top with eggs dropped in 
boiling salted water for five minutes, and 
serve immediately. 

FRITTERS. 

One egg beaten thoroughly, add 1 cup 
milk and a little salt. Sift, 1% teaspoon- 
fuls baking powder into one large cup 
of flour, and stir into the egg and milk 
until quite stiff. Drop in spoonfuls into 
hot fat and fry same as doughnuts, Cover 
with powdered sugar, or eat with maple 
syrup. 

~ FLAKED FISH. 

Cod or haddock is best for.this, Wash 
and wipe the fish, lay into a fish kettle 
with cold water enough to cover it, with 
a tablesponful of salt and a tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar. (If you put it into boiling 
water the inside will have a raw taste.) 
When the fish has boiled long enough 
so it will fake off the bones, remove from 
the fire. Be careful to pick out every 
bone, and separate the fish into small 
flakes. Prepare a cream sauce from 1 
pint cream or rich milk, thickened with 
one tablespoonful flour wet in a little cold 
milk and stirred smoothly into the 
cream when boiling hot. Season with 
salt and butter and atrifie of onion-juice 
if liked. Stir the fish flakes into this 
sauce, place in pudding nappy and bake 
in good oven for one-half hour, -When 
done cover with beaten white of an 
egg, return to oven and brown delicate- 
ly and serve hot. 

' BUTTERED PARSNIPS, 

Roil parsnips, putting them into cold 
water and bringing to the boiling point. 
When a fork pierces them easily, re- 
move, peel,.and split lengthwise. Brown 
slightly in melted butter in a moderate- 
ly-hot frying pan. 

SQUASH PIE. 

Line a deep plate with rich plecrust and 
fill with a mixture prepared as follows. 
Two large cupfuls sifted squash, two 
well-beaten eggs, one and one-half cups 
sugar, and salt, one tablespoonful melted 
butter, one-fourth teaspoonful cinna- 
mon, ginger, and nutmeg. Mix all to- 
gether thoroughly, and add one pint of 
milk. This makes two pies. } 

LITTLE PIGS IN BLANKETS. 

Drain one pint of oysters. Have as 
many thin slices of bacon as there’are 
oysters, Roll each oyster in one very 
thin slice of bacon and fasten with a 
wooden toothpick, Brown delicately 
and quickly {n a hot frying pan, take to 
the table immediately without removing 
the toothpicks. 

ORANGE SAUCE. 

Peel, slice and cut into small pieces the 
oranges, removing all the seeds, Adda 
gerierous amount of sugar and one-half 
as much cold water as sugar. Stir all 
together and let stand one-half hour 
before serving.

SALMON EN COQUILLE, 


Open a can of salmon, turn it out ona 
dish, draining off the liquor. Remove 
the skin and bones and break it into 
flakes. In a saucepan put one table- 
spoonful of butter, one tablespoonful of 
flour, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of paprika, or 
white pepper. Piace over the fire and 
when nrelted and mixed add one cupful 
of milk, Stir until it is thick and smooth, 
add ten drops of onion juice, a tiny pinch 
of mace, one-half a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice, and one tablespoonful of chopped 
parsiey, and the prepared fish, Stir 
over the fire tor a moment, then set 
aside, Butter some scallop shells, or, if 
you have no individual fireproof dishes, 
a@ pretty baking dish, Stir into the 
salmon, now partially cooled; the yolk 
of a raw egg, and turn it into the dish, 
Into a cupful of dried and sifted bread 
crumbs turn one teaspoonful of melted 
butter and stir until thoroughly mixed; 
Spread the crumbs over the salmon, and 
just before the dinner hour set in the 
oven (if small dishes) for twelve or fif- 
teen minutes, if one large one, twenty 
minutes. This is merely to reheat it and 
brdéwn the crumbs, as too much cooking 
will spoil it.

HAM CROQUETTES. 

Brown one tablespoonful of butter ina 
saucepan; when well colored, add two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and brown again. 
Then add one cupful of beef-stock and 
stir until thick and smooth.

Wrap each in 
a slice of the bacon, and pin with a 
wooden toothpick; the round, orange- 
wood variety is the best for this purpose.

DEVONSHIRE TURNOVERS,

NOW ‘TIS NEWFOUNDLAND,

some of themost magnificent scenery to 
be found anywhere in this part of the 
country. 

Through the opening of this new rail- 
way tourists can now travel all . rail 
from New York or Boston to St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, with the exception of a 
98-mile bree Fo. Igbeqone - Sydney, Cape 
Breton, an ort-aux-Basques. This 
gap which is:really a very interesting 
variation ofthe journey, is covered by 
the fast and ‘“commodious steamer 
“Bruce,” also.maintained by the New- 
foundland Railway System in about six 
hours—a sea trip that need have no 
terrors for the most susceptible. 

It is not predicting too much to say 

‘that’ thé island of Newfoundland, now 
that it has fallen into line with other 
portions of the continent in the matter 
of transportation facilites, is destined 
in’ the near fu to have a veritable 
boom, both industrially and in respect 
to summer travel, It will be yet another 
link in the chain'‘of marine resorts, be- 
ginning with New Brunswick and end- 
ing as above remarked with distant 
Labrador. date’ 
The summer climate of Newfoundland 
is superb, and the ruggedness of its 
coast has led it, to be fitly named the 
American Norway. During the coming 
season the Newfoundland Railway Sys- 
tem is to be supplemented by a half. 
dozen speedy and modern steamers 
built especially for this service, and 
which will ply along the indented shore 
of the island in all directions, thus af- 
fording to tourists a splendid opportu- 
nity of enjoying this phase of the scen- 
ery. One of ‘these:steamers will run be- 
tween Newfoundland and Labrador. 

The summer temperature of the is- 
land is équable, the days being mild 
and the. nights ¢ool and bracing. The 
fogs that sometimes trouble the trans- 
atlantic steamships off the Banks do 
not..penetrate inland, and the op- 
pressive heat that makes lifeunbearable 
in “the States’” is unknown there. Alto- 
gether Newfoundland may safely be 
set down as one of the finest health re- 
sorts in the country. 

There is much to commend itself be- 
side glorious scenéry and pure air, The 
sportsman will find Newfoundland a 
perfect paradise, and its hunting and 
fishing grounds offer a variety of fish 
and game, that is as great as is the 
quantity. 

There. are varieties of game in the 
island that are not to be found in Maine 
or Canada proper. Among the species 
might be mentioned ptarmigan, which 
afford excellent sport in the autumn; 
arctic hares, curlew and wild geese. 
Deer-stalking with the aid of Indian 
guides is one of the most exhilarating 
pastimes and the island is thickly pop- 
ulated with caribou, some of them 
weighing 500 to 600 pounds. : 

Every writer, artist and sportsman 
who has visited Newfoundland has re- 
turned enthusiastic over the manifold 
ote of the place, and the wonder 
is expfessed by all that the people of 
the United States especially those of 
New England, could have so long re- 
mained in ignorance of them. There is 
little doubt that they will, now hasten 
to make amends'for their previous neg- 
lect of the romantic, sea-girt island 
paradise that has now, so to speak, 
been brought to their doors.

Old Citizen Gone. 


Daniel 8. A. Vaipey died of pneumonia 
Tuesday night at 6 o’clock at his-home, 
25 Beacon street. Owing to his advanced 
age, there was very little hope of his 
recovery from the beginning of his ill- 
ness four days ago. ;

He was familiarly known to-the deal- 
ers as ‘Uncle Dan.’ 

He was of a very retiring disposition, 
He was devoted to his home and never 
entered into any outside interest. 

He was one of the oldest ‘“‘fire vets’’ 
and often told of running to fires and 
pulling the old engine with a rope, 

He was a brother of the late Thomas 
G. Valpey, the donor of the Valpey 
prizes to the high school. He leaves a 
son, Frank 0, Valpey, and an only sis-

Rev. George H. Young preached Sun- 
day at the. Unitarian church on the 
topic: ‘tProtest against our present 
war; a plea for international peace, 

the text being, ‘My kingdom is not of 
this world: if my kingdom were of 
this world, then would my - servants 
fight.”’. John XVIII:36. 


protest ‘of some of our wisest and best. 
They appeal for cessation of hostili- 
ties. They insist that | the Filipino 
leader was: brought to the islands by 
our own warship in order that he 
might co-operate with us while we en- 
couraged him in hoping for. indepen- 
ence; and further, they insist that a 
parliament of 186 towns and provinces 
chose him for their uresident under 


ligence. 

These men also claim that we ex- 
ceed legitimate authority by extend- 
ing military sway over. the captured 
territory which the Filipinos were 
holding in good order. The American 
claim rests on conquest or purchase, 
and cuts across the spirit of the decla+ 
ration of independence, The plea is 
made, that war cease and that wé pro- 
ceed to co-operate in organizing the 
government preferred by these people, 
after which we shall -withdraw. 

This movement is championed by 
such means Senator Edmunds, Secre- 
tary Sherman, Schurz, Norton and 
Governor Boutwell, the noblest Roman 
of them all—good company to keep even 
though’ one be at the foot of the pro- 
cessiofi. It is idle to call such men 
“cranks,” “unpatriotic”, It is always 
easy to crucify Christ instead of Bar- 
rabas, ‘ 

The professed motive for the war with 
Spain was glorious. 
from our high position; territorial ex- 
pansion and eommercial opportunity 
were too much for us. The almighty 
dollar beckoned and we stepped down 
from our pedestal. New oponings for 
trade and the opportunity to copy Eng- 
land’s policy were too enticing, and 
now it is markets and not statesman- 
ship and morals. The pulpit’s province 
in this discussion is not that of political 
economy but of morals and statesman- 
ship. This is a question of the gospel 
itself. With the was ds’an issue for a 
coming election the pulp't ts indifferent. 
But for the discreditable blunderitrg 
the war with the Filipinos could not 
have been; it was they for whom .we 
had been fighting. 
them, we are helping in your fight and 
we will stand by—you-_until_you can 
stand by yourself. American —states- 
manship should have found some way 
to have saved us from slaughtering 
those whom we had championed. The: 
continued war has been a blunder. I 
query whether the future will not write 
it a crime. Where tn Christ’s gospel 
shall we find indication for it? But it 
gives us good opportunity for discuss- 
ing and hoping much from that ap- 
proaching conference at the Hague, 
when. official representatives from 26 
nations are to discuss, how increased 
armaments may be made unnecessary. 
The standing armies of five great east- 
ern nations have more than two and a 
half million men. During this last hun- 
dred years Europe and America have 
lost five milion lives by war. The war 
cost of this century has been twenty 
thousand million dollars, and that sum! 
just about represents the present debt 
of the world caused by war. To the 


the moralist it is appalling. tempting 
him to ask if religion has been a failure. 

War today means brutality, armed 
so skillfully that Gistinction cannot be 
computed, while constant invention 
makes previous armaments . useless. 
Heaven hasten the day when resource 
will be used for helping and not for 
hurting. We may hope for great good 
from the conference at The Hague. It 
may be that it will aid a movement for 
international arbitration—that grand- 
est possibility of our civilization. If so- 
elety is to do its proper work; if relig- 
ion is to do its right moulding of the 
future something of this sort must be. 
The world’s best heart longs for peace. 
Humanity is living far below its best 
while that glad day is delayed. Civil- 
ization is brutal while its hope ‘is its 
guns and battleships. Christianity is 
far away from its rightful accomplish- 
ments so long as armies and navies 
wait for,.mutual destruction.

Armenias Vambery, a Hungarian 
scholar was so devoted to the-study of 
the science of language that he visited 
the East purposing to study the living 
languages everywhere, After spending 
many years in Constantinople he joined 
a party of natives to visit Central Asia. 
Disguising himself in the rags of der- 
vish, and running the risk of torture 
and death if the deception was discov- 
ered, regardless of the lameness which 
made walking painful he faced the per- 
ils of the desert, 

When finally Vambery fell ill, they 
chanced fortunately upon a camp of 
poor Persian slaves left in the midst of 
a desert to guard tthe sheep. These 
slaves had only scantiest supplies, lest 
plenty should make them strong enough 
to attempt to escape; but they gladly 
shared even their little water with the 
caravan, and besowed upon Vambery 
the tenderest nursing and care. 

The caravan set out from Teheran. 
In the villages where they stop 
Vambery studied the habits and lan- 
guage of the people. He could not ask 
many questions, as they at once in- 
quired what concern the affairs of this 
world are to a dervish, whose proper 
business is God and religion. The con- 
stantly suspected of being a European, 
and watched by officials yet his com- 
panion dervishes believed in him utter- 
ly, and became devotedly attached to 
him . Poche 


In Bokhara, Vambery was received 
as a great saint by the people, but sus- 
pected again by the government and 
surrounded with spies who tried in vain 
to make him betray himself. Finally 
he was allowed to study in peace. On 
the return journey he was arrested as 
an escaped Persian slave but soon re- 
leased. In intervals of waiting for cara- 
van to proceed he made ‘excursions to 
surrounding villages greatly increasing 
his knowledge, and at last after almost 
incredible dangers, reached Teheran in 
safety.—(The New Voice.)
